Construction Problem, 
Recommendations of the construc- 
tion committee were understood to 
regard the construction problem in 
a great measure as one for local ac- 
tion because of the different fac- 
tors existing in various localities.

Discussion of the pending rail- 
way funding bill for providing 
financial relief for the railroads 
was said to have consumed much 
of the transportation committee’s 
deliberations in the light of the car- 
riers’ ability to employ more men.

DES MOINES, IOWA 
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Sweet Potatoes Expected 
To Bring $10,000,000 


BY MARION KENDRICK 


Georgia farmers will receive approximately $10,000,000 from ther | 


potato crop this fall, unless there is a bad slump in the market prices. 

Already the crop is being harvested. Throughout the state, almust 
300 curing plants are in operation, and the state bureau of markets 
has about 100 carloads of green sweet potatoes listed for sale. Seventy- 

five cents a bushel is being offered for early potatoes, according to 

_officials of the state department of agriculture, and a number of sales 

are being made at this quotation. 

Realizing the importance of securing a higher price for cured po- 
tatoes, B. A. Hancock, market expert of the state bureau, has been 
sent to Chicago, Milwaukee, New York and other centers to make 
arrangements for disposal of the fall crop. The bureau expects to be 
in direct communication with these cities and others for the remainder 
of the season, and soon as cured potatoes are listed for sale, negotia- 
tions will be opened with each in order to obtain the highest market 
prices. 

“The market for green sweet potatoes will come to an end during 
the next month and a half,” said J. R. Lowe, one of the state experts. 
Curing plants throughout Georgia are in operation. According to 
figures of the federal statistician, the crop this year will amount to 
14,592,000 bushels—the largest in the history of the state. 

“During the past season approximately sixty curing plants have 
been erected in Georgia under the plan of the state bureau of markets. 
This does not include warehouses constructed under federal and vari- 

us railroad plans. The large number of plants tends to show how 

' thoroughly prepared the farmers are to market their crop in an or- 

_ derly manner. 

“It takes about ten days to cure a large number of potatoes. After 
they have been cured they may be held indefinitely, so the farmers 
will be in a position to demand a fair price. The present price for 
green potatoes is good and a substantial profit will be made by the 


farmers,” he said.
